The following is œ complete and correct abstract 
Gf tho Gonstitution of the State of Nevada, adopted 
on the seveuth day of September. It is greatly 
condensed, ofcupying but o fraction of the room 
required for tho publication of the wholo docu- 
Ment, but will be found equally usefal and far more 
convoniont for reference:

The most considerable change from the old Con- 
sutution in this Article is in the ‘paramount allegi- 
ance’ clause of Section 2, which in the old Consti- 
tution reads thug: "But the paramount allegiance 
of eyory citizen is due to the Federal Government;

other State in the Federal Union to dissolve their

ection 6 requires the enactment of a regist 
law, and authorizes the Legilataro to prescribe 
rules or oaths as tests of electoral qualification. 

Section 7 requires the levying of an annual poll 
tax of from tivo to four dollara, on all malo resi 
dents between the ages of twenty-ono ond sixt 
years of ae, uncivilized American Indians except- 
ed, one-half to go for Stata and one-half for county 

Bavpores. The payment of such tax may, in the 

cretion af the Leglalature, bo mado a condition 
to the right of voting. 

Section 8 relates to the qualifleatious of voters 
on tho adoption or rejection of this Constitution. 

In Section 1 tho words ‘actually nud not con- 
atructively’ were not in tho old Coratitution. They 
trero inserted to provent the possibility of reckon- 
ing the residence of tho voter from tho time he 
leaves nomo othor Stato or county to come fo Ne- 
yada, Jn the last paragraph of the Section, after 
idiot or inaano,’ the words ‘or disloyal person’ ocs 
curred in tho old Constitution. These were stricken 
out on the ground of vagueness and uncertainty, 
and because the preceding part of the proviso was 
alleged ta cover the ground wuiliciently. 

The provision in Section 8 regarding additional 
oaths or tests of cleetoral qualifications was not 
contalned, at least spectileally, in tho old Constitn- 
tion.

ARTICLE Wh-DISTRIBUTION OF POWERS. 

This Article is idoutical with that of the old

Provides for biennial soesions, te commence on 
the first Monday of January following tho election 
of momhors, General cloctions are to be held on 
tho Tuesday after the ürat Monday in November.

yorees; chauging the names of persons; vacating 
roads, town plots, ttects, alleya and publicaqnarcs;

the election of county dud township officers; for 
the assessment and collection of taxes for State, 
county And township purposes; providing for 
opening and conducting clections of State, coanty 
or township officers, and detiguetiug the places of 
voting; providing foy the eule>of rpal estate be- 
onging to minors or other persons laboring under 
legal disabilities.

Ralaries of conuty oficera, and the per diem of the 
members of the Legislature, ete, 
ARTICLE V~-ERECUTIVE DEPARTUENT. 

Vests the exceutive power in a Governor, toe be 
elected for four years, who must he a qualified 
elector, twenty-five years of age, and, except at 
the first election, for two years preceding his elec- 
tion a resident of the State. Provides for canvass- 
ing election roturns for Governor and other State 
vfilcere, Tho Governor fs Comnianderin-Chief of 
the military forces of the State, oxeept when eall- 
ed fnto the service of the Urited States. He ia tua 
transact all exeentiva business, see that the Jaws 
sro faithiilly exeented, and to fil yacaneics in 
office by appointment where not otherwise provid- 
ed for. He may convene special sessions of the

ARTICLE Vi--SUDICIAL DEPARTNENT. 

Vests the jailicial power of tho State ina Sa- 
preme Court, consisting of a Chief Justica and 
tivo Accociate Justices (with power in the legista 
ture to add two associates), nino District Courts 
(at present) and Justices of the Peace. The Leg- 
islature may also establish Municipal Courts in in- 
corporated citics and tawas., The Justices of the 
Supreme Court are to bo elected at general elce- 
tions for six years each, bnt theso first elected are 
to draw for long and short terms, so that ono will 
go out of office every two years. The Supreme 
Court hos appellate jurisdiction in all cases in

der tho Seventh, Dousias tho Eighth, Eameralda 
tho Ninth. Roop is attached to the Washoo Dis- 
trict. Tho Legislature may alter er change the 
districts hereafter, or iacreaso or diminish the 
number of districts or jadges. Tho First, or Sto- 
roy District, has three District Judges with 4 co- 
extensive and coheurrent jurisdiction. Tho Dis- 
trict Judges are to bs elected for four years, and 
are to bo paid ont of tho Treasuries af the coun- 

ca comprising their respective Districts, Tho 
District Conrts have original jurisdiction in all 
eases wherein the Supreme Court has appellate 
jurisdiction; also, relating ta estates of deceased 

ersons, and persons and estates of minora and 
nfanc persons, and of the action of forcible entry 
ond unlawful dotainer, and of all criminal cascs 
not otherwise provided by Jaw. They have final 
appellate Jurisdiction in all cases ansing in Jus 
tices’ Courts and other inferior tribunala, The 
Legislature determines tho number of Jnstiecs af 
the Peaco in each city and township, and fixes 
their duties and compensation, Jastices' Courts 
havo jutisdiction oniy in cases not coming within 
the Jurisdiction of the District Conrta, provided 
thoy may have such criminal jurisdiction as may 
be conferred by law, and the Legatature may con 
for upon them jurisdiction concurrent with the 
District Courta in the enforcement of mechanics!

trials by the Senate, the Chief Justice to presido 
at the tial of a Governor, and two-thirds of the 
Benators to be necessary for conviction, All 
State and judicial officers, except Justices of the 
Poaco, ard Hable to impeachment for misdemeanor 
oy malfeasance in office; but judgment can onl 
extend to removal and disqualification from hold- 
ing office. The party ia liable, however, to indict- 
ment aud trial according to law, if the offpnse is 
indictable. Tho Judges of the Supreme and Dig- 
trict Conrts gre also liable to be removed from 
office, atter a hearing, by vote of two-thirds of the 
menibera elected to each branch of the Legisia- 
tore, Provision may be made by law for the ro- 
moval of other civil officers.

Property of corporations is subject to taxation like 
thatof individuals. Corporators in corporations, 
formed under the Jaws of the State shall not be in" 
diyidually liable for the debts or liabilities of such 
corporations, No bank notes or paper of any kind 
can be allowed to circulate as money except tho 
Federal currency and the notes of banks, authorize 
ed under the lawn of Congress. General Lawa 
must be passed for the organization of cities and 
towns, and restricting their powers of taxation, 
assessment, borrowing money, contracting debts 
and loaning their credit, except for procuring sup- 

lies of water. The State is prohibited from loan- 

g or giving money or its credit, or subscribing to 
the stock of uny corporation or association except 
for educational or charitable purposes. Counties, 
citics, towns and other municipal corporations are 
prohibited from becoming stockholders or loaning 
their credit in aid of any company, corporation or 
aesociation, ‘except railroad companies, corpora- 
tions or associations.’ ' 2 

The material changes in this Article from the 
old constitution are, permitting the circulation of 
the notes of banks authorized under the laws of 
Congress, omitting the proviso which authorized 
the btate to icsue bonds not exceeding $3,000,000 
in aid of the Pacific Railroad, and authorizing 
counties, cities and towns to loan their credit in 
nid of railroad enterprises. 

ARTICLE IS—-FIKANCES AND STATE DEDT. 

The fiseal year commences Jaunary ist in cach 
year. Taxes must he lovied cach year suficient 
to pay fhe annual expenses of that year, and alzo 
the deficit, if any, for the year preceding. To en- 
able the State to do a cash business from the start, 
the State may contract debts to an amount not 
exceeding $300,000, under careful restrictions, or 
toa greater omount, if necessary to provide for 
the public defense. 7 

The only material change from the ol Constitu- 
tion is omitting the section which proliibited the 
issuing of serip or other evidence of indebtedness, 
unless there were money in the State treasury to 
pay the same, 

ARTICLE X—TARATION. ` 

Section 1. Tho Logistatuto shall provido by

ag shall secure a just valuation for taxation, of all 

roperty, real, pergzonal, and possenory, except- 
fog mines tud mining claims, the proceeds of which 
alone shall be faxed; and also excepting such 
property as may be exempted by law for munici- 
pal, educational, literary, scientific, religions or 
charitable purposes. : . 

The amendment of the old constitution consists 
in substituting the words ‘real, personal and pos- 
Bessory, excepting mines and mining claims, the 
proceeds of which alone shall be taxed,’ in place 
of the words, ‘both real and personal, coe 
maines and mining property.’ This was regarde 
ns the most important change made by tho con- 
vention. 

Article XT of the old constitution, entitled sala- 
rics, wos tmended so cs to fix tho salaries of Stato 
officers, ete., only for the first term, and ther 
stricken out and transferred to the schedule, 

ARTICLE XI—EDUCATION. 

Provides for tho election, once in two years, of 
o Ruperintepdent of Public Instruction, and for 
the establishment of a uniform systemof common 
schools, to be maintained at least eix months each 
year in every school district. Any school district 
tailing to maintain such school for the space of 
six months, or permitting sectarian instraction 
therein, may be deprived of ita proportion of the 
School Fund. Tho Legislature may pass such 
Tawa as will tend to secure menerai attendance of 
children on the schools. The lands donated by 
Congress for educational purpusés, and all other 
sonrces of income available. for the purposp, ara 
solemnly get apart and pledged to the School 
Fund, tho interest only of which is to bo distribu- 
ted pro rata, according to the number of children 
between six and eighteen ycars of age in cach 
county, Floating school Janda warrants are to bo 
sold. A State University isto be established, eni- 
bracing agricultural, mechanical and mining do; 
partments. All teachers and professora are ro-

e dollar special tax b to bo levied annually for 
tho suppart of the Univeraity and common schools, 
The Governor, Scerctary of State ond Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction constituto a Board 
of Regents of the University and public schools 
for the first four years, tho’ Legislature to elect 
theig auceersors, Said Board is required to organs 
ice the Mining Department of the University as 
speedily ond cfficiently as possible. All sectarian 
instruction inthe schools or University is prohib-

This amends the corresponding Article of the 
old constitution by striking’ out Ba much as made 
the nttendauca of the children on the schans com- 
pulsory, by asking for the consent of Congress to 
the appropriation to school purposes of tho S00,- 
(0 acres granted for internal improvements, and 
in some less important particulara, 

ARTICLE XUNI, 

Requires tho Legislature to provide for organize 
ing wid disciplining tho militia and tho effective 
encouragement of volunteer corps, ctes also gives 
tho Governor power to call ont tho militis in omor- 
gencies, The Article is identical with the ona in 
tho old constitution. 

ARTICLE XIN--PUBEIG INSTITUTIONS, 

Requires the Stats to foster benevolent institu. 
tions and the counties to provide for tho aged, in- 
Bra or indigent, Tio laugnage of tho Article is 
tho sathe hy jn tho old colistitution.

THE NATIONAL DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM. 

_The platform adopted by the Democratic No- 
tional Convention at Chicago, Aug. 31, 1664, has 
no doubt been received, pondered and heartily 
adopted by every Democratic voter. It is here 
presented in a convenient form for reference and 
argument, Peace and Union—Union and Peace— 
are equivalent terms ; and they constitute the rul- 
ing fenture of the platform: 

‘l, Resolved, That in the future as in the past, 
we will adhere with unswerving fidelity to the Un- 
jon, under the constitution, as the only solid foun- 
dation of our strength, security and happiness 23 
a people, and ag the frame-work of government 
eaually conducive to the welfare and prosperity 
of al the States, both Northern and Southern. 

2. Resolved, That this convention docs explic- 
itly declare, ag the senso of the American people, 
that after four years of failure to restore the Union 
by the experiment of war, durmg which, under 
the pretence of the necessity of a war power 
higher than the constitution itself, that instrument 
has been disregarded in every part, aud public 
liberty and private rights have beentrodden down, 
and the material prosperity of the Country essen- 
tially impaired; justice, humanity snd Hberty, and

Plant. Trees { 

Humboldt county has an abundance of excellent 
soil, of all qualities. It iz coming to bo acknowl 
edged that the muchederided and of sago bruch,’ 
ou the hither gido of tho desert, hag tho qualities 
of soil amt climate to maho an industrious and en- 
ergetic community independent and prosperous, 
eyon acide from tho metalic wealth of tha mome 
tains, The wide tracts of rich ‘Jani along the 
river's course produco prata, grain, and alt kinds 
of vogetables, in profusion. The ravines hava 
long stretches of rich loam, ploutifaby watered, 
ang these, with the mountain sides, produce rendi- 
ly all manner of garden growths, Leave out the 
small tracts irreclaimably held by alkali flats ond 
sand dritts, and we have an unuswally rich region, 
open for the avcupation of fuming enterprise, It 
fs our opinion that settlers herenbout will yet, be- 
fore a dozen years have passed, binsh to sea the 
now despised lands wrang from the ocenpancy of 
the sand and sage brush, and made, by the hand 
of intelligent enterprise, to yield the oidinary 
fruits of the earth abundantly, With atesian 
wells and the supply of properties found lacking 
in the soil, the limits of the productive lands will 
gradually trench upon the sand wastes, till one day 
the desert itself will blossom, 

We started to speak of trees, We all would be | 
pleased to seo shade trees, and nurseries of timber 
about us. There are none. We enjoy the advan- 
tage of pioncers, securing such portions of the soil 
ag we think most avalable for our purposes; and 
we should remember that itis our duty, and take 
pleasnre in acquitting ourselves of it, to take carli- 
est opportunity to secure to those who shall come 
after us the grateful shade of trees;nnd the fruits, 
which would so much improve the prospect here. 

Four years have passed since the first discovery 
öf silver in our monntains, and but httle has been 
done towards raising trees, either for fruit, shade, 
or timber. This neglect is unpardonable, even in 
the hurried pursuit of silver veins, Fruit trees and 
vines onght to cover the mountajo sides and valleys 
about each of our Humboldt towns. Locusts grow 
well here, and all varieties of fruit trees which 
have been tried. We hope to see more attention 
given these matters in the coming year. Below 
we give some suggestions from an Eastern paper, 
as to the situations and soils most favorable to the 
growth of several varieties of trees:

(Qualification of Voters undey tho State Organi- 


zation, 

Eo, Rramron: There aeoms to he some misap- 
rehetsion as to the qualification of vets nt the 
comlog elvetions ond in order that a uniform and 
corest system may be adopted to gaver our 
election on the eth of November, I tranceribe the 
Jaw as it reads, oud ax Y understand ita application 
to said celestion, Article 17, Section 3, of the Cone 
stitution of the Stato of Nevada, eads as followa: 


‘All persons qualified by tho Jaws of sald Torri 
tory to vote on the Tuesday after the first Monday 
of November, A, D. 1964, inchiding those in tho 
army of tho United States within nnd beyond the 
boundaries of said Territory, may vote on the day 
lant above named for State officers, Supreme and 
District Judges, members of the Legislature, Rep- 
regontativea to Congress, and three Presidential 
Electors to the Electoral College.’ 


The Territorial law, defining the qualification of 
voters, reada ns follows + 


‘Every white male citizen of the United States 
(not Jahormeg under the disabilities numed In this 
Aet) of the age of twonty-une years and upwards, 
who shall huve resided in this Territory six months, 
and in the precinct or county thirty days next pre- 
ceding avy clechon, shall be entitled to yote for 
oll ofticers that now are or hereatter may be elect- 
ed hy the people, and upon all questions submitted 
to tla electormatouch alection.’ 


The Con-titutiun leaves the yualification of yoters 
ag provided by the Territorial law; and tho only 
question of dispute that ean hirise 13 whether the 
residence of the voter shall be conatrued by actual 
or constructive residence s thatis, whether the reai 
dence shall date irom the time the voter left his 


time be has actually resided here. The object af 
reqniving residence is that before the voter iy al 
lowed tue privileges of the electiva dranchise he 
bhall heeome acauainted with the wants and neces 
sities of tha county, the candidates he votes for, 
and shall have become snificiently identified with 
the conutry that be will feel an interest in its ad- 
vaneement. Jf constrnetive residence was made 
the rute, the hundreds of immigrants who pass 
thrangh our Territory could control its political 
afftirs without having to pay for or suffer any ayils 
which might result trom bad government; therc- 
fore I say the only fair interpretation to the low 
that can be given, ib that the vater must actually 
revide in the Territury six montis, and in the county

character. In the Richmond Dixpateh, ofJune 15, 
1462, appeared the following, under the title of “A. 
Military Adventurer? 


‘In the carly part of this war, Gen. McClollon 
wrote to o distinguished offlecy in the South, Cx» 
preaging hio desire to serve in the Coufederate 
army. If he dare deny the fact—andehit recent 
reports prove that in mendacity he is the repre- 
sentative man of the Yankee nation—-it can he 
demonstrated by such evidence as will close his 
lips in eternal silence. When he was at West 
Point ho alfected to fraternize especially with those 
from the Bonth, and to have lithe sympathy with 
those of Ins own section. We dare cay this was 
genuino, and that he really was anxfons fo serve 
under Jeff. Davis im this war, but the high bribe 
offered by Lincoln was too much for his easy 
virtue. He was not the man to sacrifice interest 
for sentiment; aud of Inte has shonn a disposition 
to become ay extreme in his antagonism as m his 
friendship for the South,’ 

Althuugh this paragraph wos copied into almost 
every Northern journal, Mellan has never deni- 
ed the statement, that in the early part of the war 
he expressed. a desire to serve in the Confederate 
army. He has never dared to do so, The Rich- 
mond Whig, of 2 Jater date, in commenting upon 
the expose of the Dispatch, added the following: 

‘After the battle of Rich Mountain, both Afec‘lel- 
Jan and Roxeeraus declared to Confederate officers, 
who were prisoners of war, that they would muck 
rather be leading an army against Massachusetts 
than Virginia. ‘his can be proved by unimpeach- 
able outhority, if denied. This boasted soldier and 
gentleman of the North, is as much a hireling and 
d‘yonturer as any Hessian in his ranhs, If he las 
any com cience, st rebukes him daily for the base 
work in which he is employed. When to the pangs 
of remorse is added the sting of defeat, his con- 
dition will be such ag evea an enemy may pity.’ 
—errtiorial Enterprice.

Mv Dean Sm: Eeing deprived of the wio of 
my arms for the present by a sovere attack of 
qheymaticm, I am compelled to avail myself of

Tt seems that somo of my friends are unnble to 
comprehend the difference between arguments 
used in favor of an equitable compromise, with 
the hope of averting the horrors of war, and those 
urged in support of the government and flag of 
our Conatry, when wor has been waged against 
the United “States, with the avowed purpose of 
producing u permanent disruption of the Union, 
and a total disraption of its government, 

All hope of compromise with the cotton States 
was abandoned when they assumed the position 
thatthe separation of the Union was complete 
and Gnal, and that they would never consent ton 
reconstruction in any emergency—not even if wo 
would farnish them with & blank sheet, pf paper 
and allow them ta inscribe their own terms. 

a Still the hope was cherished that reasonable and 
satisfactory terms of adjustment could be agreed 
upon with Lonyessee, North Carolina and the bor-

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Bentiments of Alexander H. Stephens, 

Tho rumora that have come to na by telegraph 
from tho East, concerning the propositions of 
peace from the State of Georgia, and the prehable 
connection of Alexander H. Stephens, tho seeond 
officer in tho Confederate Government, with the 
aqme, renders his eentiments in regard to the re- 
bellion of vital interest st this time. Below wo 
givo oxtricts from ono of his speeches, published 
in the Unin June 5, 1803, prefaced by ita edito- 
rial, which is as opposite now ns it was thon: 

[From the Sacramento Union June §, 1863, 
“  AEEXANDEN It, STEPHENS, 

This distinguished Georgian labored ably and 
faithfully to gtay the whirlwind of secession and 
yevolution, While the issue of secession was be- 
fore the people of Georgia, he delivered two 
speeches iu which le reviewed the position of the 
South towards the Union, and pointed out, as if 
endowed with prophetic vision, the consequences 
which would follow secession and resistance to the 
authority of the Nation. Tho first of these speeches 
was delivered before the Legislaturo, the second 
before the Stata Convention, Tho former we havo 
published, and to-day present our readers with 
some striking extracts from the latter. In the 
apecch before the Convention he declared that the 
South had no cause of complaint against the Na- 
tional Govarnment. He challenged those present 
to point to 2 single act of the General Government 
which invaded the rights of the people of the South. 
He also directed the attention of thece present to 
the fact that fhe administration of the Government 
had been in the hands of the South from the time 
the Constitution was adopted, with a few excep- 
tious. He also warned them that under g stern 
military rule their slaves might be seized, or by a 
revengeful proclamation declared free. He ssw 
fo à greater distance jn the fature than those 
bround him; he satr that war to preserve slavery 
would be likely to end In its destruction, and there- 
fore he warned his companions to ayoid the gulf 
toward which disappointed political aspirants were 
driving them. Unguestionably there are thou- 
sands in the State of Georgia who are now lament- 
ing their folly in rejecting the advice of Alexander 
H. Stephens, The extracts of which we have 

spoken are given below: 

SUWARE OF THY PAPAL STEP. 

That this step, ance taken, could never he re- 
called; and all the baleful snd withering conse- 
quences that must follow (as they would see) will 
rest on the Convention for all coming time. When 
we and our posterity shall see our loyely South 
desolated by the demon of war which this act of 
yours will inevitably invite and call forth; when 
our green fields of waving harvest shall be trodden 
down by the murderous soldiery and the fiery car 
of war sweeping over our land; our temples of 
justice laid in ashes; ll the horrors and desolation 
of war upon us; who but this Convention will be 
held responsible for it? and who but him who shali 
have given his vote for this unwise and jil-timed 
measure {as I honestly think and believe) shall be 
held to strict account for this suicidal act by the 
present generation, and probably cursed and exe- 
erated by posterity for oll coming time, for the 
wide and desolating ruin that will inevitably follow 
this act you now propose to perpetrate? 

i WHAT CAUSE For LEVOLT? 

Pause, I entreat ou, ond gonzider for a moment 
what reasons you can give that will even satisfy 
Fou ir calmer momentin—what reasons you can 
givo to your fellow sulicrers in the calamity that it 
will bring upon os? What reasons ean you give 
to the Nations of the earth tø Justify it? They will 
be the calm and deliberate judges jn the case; and 
to what cause or one overt nch can you name or 
point, on which to reat the pica of justification? 
What right has the North assailed? What interest 
of the South has been invaded? What justice has 
been denied, and what chist founded in justice 
aud tight has been withheld? Can either of you 
to-day name one governmental act of wrong, de- 
Yberately and purposely done by the Government 
at Washington, of which the South has a right to 
complain? I challenge the answer! While, on 
the other hand, let me show the facts (and believe 
ive, gentlemen, I am not herz the advocate of the 
North; bot I am here the friend, the firm friend 
ond lover of the South sud her institations, and for 
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yours, mine and every other man’s interest, the 
svords of truth and sobcrness) and of which I wish 
you to judge, and I will only state facts which are 
clear and undeniable, and which row stand as 
records anthentic ia the history of our Conntry. 
SLAVEIGY AND THE SLAVE TRADE 

When we of the South demanded the slave trade, 
or the importation of Africans for the cultivation 
of our lands, did they not yield the right for twenty 
years? When we asked for a threg-fifths repre- 
sentation in Congress for our slayes, was it not 
granted? When we asked and demanded the re- 
turn of any fagitive from justice, or the recovery 
of those persons owing labor or allegiance, was it 
not incorporated in the Constitution, and again 
ratified ond strengthened in the Fugitive Slave 
Law of 18302 


THE COMPACT HAS BEEN ROP — CYMANCIPATION 
PREDICTED. 


But do not reply that in mony instances they 
have violated the compact, and have not been 
faithfal to their engagements, As individuals ond 
Jocal communities they may have done so; but not 
by the canction of tho Government; for that bas 
always been true to Southern interests. Again, 
gentlomen, look at another fact: when wo asked 
that more Territory might be added, that we might 
spread the institution of slavery, have thoy not 
yielded to our demands in giving us Loufsiana 
Florida ond Texas, ont of whieh four States have 
been carved, and ample territory for Four more Yo 
be added in duc time, if you, by this unwise and 
impolitic act, de not destroy this hopo, and, per- 
haps, by it loze all, aud have your last slave 
wrenched from you by storn military rule, ns was 
the case in South America and Mexico; or by the 
vindictive decree of a univerzat emancipation, 
which may reasonably bo expected to follow.’ 

WHO CONTROLLED TUE GOVERNMENT? 

But again, gontlemen, what have we to gain by 
this proposed change of our relation to the General 
Government? We have always had the control of 
it, and can yet, if we remain in it, and aro united 
ag we havo been. We lavo had a majority of the 
Presidents chosen from tho South, as well a4 the 
contro] and management of most of those chosen 
from the North, Wo lave had sixty years of 
Southern Presidents to tlieir twenty-four, this con- 
trolling the Exceutive Department. So of the 

Sadges ofthe Suprome Court: we have had cightcon 
from the Routh, and but cleven froma) tho North; 
although nearly four-fifths of tho judicial business 
has arisen in the freo States, yet a majority of the 
Court has always been from the South, Thia we 
havo required go ay to guard roa 10 1e Ta 


tation of the Constitution unfavorable to us. Tn 
manner wo have been equaliy watchfat to 
guard onr interests in the legislative branch of the 
ffovernment. In choosing the presiding Presidents 


this reason I speak thes plainly and faithfully for upon each and every share of the capital stock, wog du~ 
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(pro tem.) of tho Bonate we have had twenty-four 
to their eleven: Speakers of the House, we have 
had twenty-three and they twelve, While the 
majority of the Ropresentatives, from the greator 
population, have always been from the Narth, yot 
wo havo so generally secured the Speaker because 
he to & great extent shapes and controls the logis- 
lation of the Country. Nor have wo had less con- 
trol in every other department of the General 
Government. Attorney Generals, wo have bad 
fourteon, while the North have had but six. Of 
Foreign Ministers we have had eighty-six and they 
bnt fifty-four. While three-fourths of the business 
which demands diplomatic agents abroad is clearly 
front the free States, from their greater commer- 
cial interests, yot we have had tho principal em 
basaies so as to secure the world markets for our 
cotton, tobacco and sugar on the best possible 
terms. We have had a vast majority of the higher 
offices of hoth the Army and Navy, while a larger 
proportion of the soldiers and sailors were drawn 
from the North, Equally so of Clerks, Auditors 
and Controllers, filling the Executive Department; 
the records show for the last fifty years that of the 
three thousand thus employed we have had more 
than two-thirds of the same, while we have but 
one-third of the white population of tha Republic. 
WHO PAID THE BILLS? 

Again, look at another item, and one, be asaur- 
ed, in which we have a great and vital interest; it 
is that of revenue, or means of supporting Govern- 
ment. From official documents we learn that a 
fraction over three-fourths of the revenue collect- 
ed for the support of Government has been uni- 
formly raised from the North. 

POSTAL FACILITIES. 

Pause now while you can, gentlemen, and con- 
template carefully and candidly these important 
items. Look ot another necessary branch of Gor- 
ernment, and Jearn from stern statistical facts how 
matters stand in that Department. I mean the 
mail and Post Office privileges that we now enjoy 
under the General Government as it has been for 
years past. The expense for the transportation of 
the mail in the free States was, by the report of 
the Postmaster-General, for 1860, a little over 
$13,000,000, while the income was $17,000,000, 
But in the slave States the transportation of the 
mail was $14,716,000, while the revenue for the 
samo was $8,001,026, leaving a deficit of $6,135,735 
te be supplied by the North for onr accommoda- 

tion, and without it wo must have been entirely 
cut of from this most essential branch of Govern 
ment, 

TUE GOVIENMEST THE FRDEST AND DEST ON EARTI 

Leaving ont of view, for the present, the count-

Nov, for you fo attempt to overthrow such a 
Government, as this, under which we have lived for 
more than three-quarters of a century—in which 
we have gained our wealth, our standing as a 
Nation, our domestig safety while the clements of 
peril are around us, with peace and tranquility ac- 
companied with unbounded prosperity and rights 
anaszailed—is the hight of madness, folly ond 
vwicheduess, to which I can neither lend my sanc- 
tion nor my vote.
